of your country, and the products of 
your own institutions,” he, whether by 
mental or spiritual vision, was by that 
prophecy declared to be a true prophet.

PUZZLED AND PERPLEXED 

During these days of moral decadence 
ministers are forced to face many dis- 
couraging situations. We quote from 
Rev. C. H. Heaton, Baptist minister, as 
follows: “At the center of every major 
debate on the floor of the Northern Con- 
vention for many years has been this

FIVE MILLION DOLLAR PROJECT 
IN BABYLON 


The London Christian Herald reports 
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that a London firm has been selected by 
the Iraq Government to undertake the 
construction of a barrage across the 
river Tigris at Kut, and then to dig a 
canal, connecting the Tigris with a 
smaller river, which runs through the 
heart of Iraq—the traditional Garden of 
Eden— to reach almost to Ur of the 
Chaldees—Abram’s native city. The 
work will cost upwards of five million 
dollars, and will take three years to 
complete it. It is hoped that this desert 
waste, by this undertaking, will once 
more become a fertile and _ habitable 
country.—Prophecy.

CRIME AND YOUTH 

“Four boys, Thomas Gilbrite, 20: 
Amerigo Angelini, 20; Ray K. Orley, 
21; Newman Raymond, 21, must die. 
Young Orley shot down a patrolman in 
a Fifth Avenue holdup. Visiting the 
morning police lineup you see a parade 
of youth, lines of youngsters, ages 16 to 
23. Once this line was made up of the 
middle ages, the intemperate, the veteran 
in crime; today it is the opposite, Crime 
has become big business in which Amer- 
ica leads by a ratio of 6 to 1. There is 
no depression in crime. Unemploymen: 
may have assisted in causing the crime 
wave. During the last six years the pop- 
ulation of our prisons has increased fifty 
per cent. Estimates of law enforcement 
in the United States vary from six to 
thirteen billion dollars annually. “Half 
of that bill can be charged to youth un- 
der twenty-one years of age, and three- 
fourths of it to those under twenty-five. 
Boys nineteen commit more crimes than 
any other age of youth, with 16,000 
nineteen-years-old arrested last year. In 
Sing Sing are 2,000 men. Approximately 
ten per cent are between the ages of 17 
and 21. About twenty-two per cent are 
between the ages of 21 and 26, and 
about thirty per cent between the ages 
of 26 and 30.” Such conditions are evi- 
dence of the break-down of the Ameri- 
can home. Parental instruction has been 
lacking. The evening hour by the famuty 
fireside, coupled with Bible reading and 
prayer, would have prevented these 
youngsters going astray at such an early 
age. Every father and mother is faced 
with this injunction. “And _ ye fathers 
paennee bring them up in the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord.” Absence 
from Sunday School and church may 
place your boy in the list and rank of 
these young criminals.—Excerpts from 
“Christian Herald.”

Holiness folks told me I could get some- 
thing I knew I had. I found it out be- 
fore the preacher did. An experience of 
holiness is something that you will know 
about. You feel it. The more water you 
pour on it the hotter it burns. You can 
can have an experience of holiness that 
will burn a blister on the devil if he gets 
within ten feet of it. The devil can’t 
start a fuss in a church filled with holi- 
ness. It is for you and for me. 

An experience of holiness is inexplain- 
able. He has called you to it. You live = 
life hid with Christ. Your will will be 
God’s will. You will hate what God 
hates. This old world will look like a 
trash pile. All you will want will be a 
life hid with Christ. You won’t try to 
dress the Holy Ghost up in barn paint 
and try to make him shout. This ex- 
perience will get us out in the ocean of 
God’s power and glory. It will cause us 
to stay saved and stay put. You get an 
experience of holiness and the preacher 
won’t pack up your religion and carry 
it away with him. This is what God 
called us to. If the holiness movement 
had kept in their possession what God in- 
tended for them to have, Jesus would 
have done been back here. The greatest 
commandment is, Love thy God with all 
thy mind and strength and soul; love 
thy neighbor: and upon these two com- 
mandments hang all the law and pro- 
phets.

All that are sanctified are of one na- 
ture. If you have got that work of holi- 
ness in your heart God can’t help but 
work in the church. You won’t start a 
fuss. God gave holiness for the perfect- 
ing of His saints. People can be welded 
together if they are all of God’s holy na- 
ture, but you can’t weld two pieces of 
cold iron. Give us o'd time holiness, Holi- 
ness sets your mind on things above.

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Gerusalem As “Gowns Without “alls 


IRECTLY east of the city we sec 
the mount of Olives. Thru tne 
center of the view Jerusalem’s north wall 
may be seen, beyond which lies the an- 
cient part of the city with its old- 
fashioned domes and flat roofs. In a com- 
manding position stands the Dome of the 
Rock on the site of the old temple. The 
buildings visible on this side of the wa!l 
belong to the city, which has been bui!t 
outside the old walls during the last forty 
years. 

Zechariah, as well as Jeremiah, speal:s 
of these developments in connection with 
the Holy City. All of the second chap- 
ter of his prophecy should be studied in 
relation to this building-up of the city. 
Verse 4 states that “Jerusalem shall be 
inhabited as towns without walls for the 
multitude of men and cattle therein.” 
Zechariah wrote more than 2,400 years 
ago. What he prophesied concerning the 
building of Jerusalem had no fulfillment 
until recent years. Now the city has be- 
come too large for its walls, and there 
is no thought of enclosing the enlarged 
metropolis within walls as in former 
times. The prophecy is marvellous in its 
accuracy. Jerusalem is not without walls 
today; but they no longer surround the 
city, the gates are open at night and day, 
and Jerusalem truly is inhabited as towns 
that have no walls. Furthermore, the new 
Jewish settlements outside the city are 
distinguished by their several names, and 
are virtually towns. 

According to the succeeding _ verses, 
the prophecy which we have quoted re- 
lates to the time approaching our Lord’s 
return: “For I, saith the Lord, will be 
unto her a wall of fire round about, and 
will be the glory in the midst of her. 
Sing and rejoice, O daughter of Zion; for 
lo, I come, and I will dwell in the midst 
of thee, saith the Lord. And many na- 
tions shall be joined to the Lord in that 
day, and she shall be my people; and I 
will dwell in the midst of thee,....And 
the Lord shall inherit Judah and his por- 
tion in the holy land, and shall choose 
Jerusalem again.” Zech. 2:5, 10-12. 

Again we see in present developments 
an index pointing to the glorious coming 
of the Lord and the tremendous events 
connected therewith. Truly “coming 
events cast their shadows before.” , 


EXPANSION ACCORDING TO 
ZECHARIAH 
In Psa. 48:12,13, the inspired writing 
states, “Walk about zion, and go round 
about her; tell the tower thereof. Mark 
ye well her bulwarks, consider her 
palaces; that ye may tell it to the gener- 
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ation following.” Such a procedure is 
valuable and significant only in the 
case of Jerusalem. For this city alone has 
its boundaries foretold in the Word of 
God. The developments described in 
Holy Writ are given in connection with 
promises of the coming of Israel’s Mes- 
siah, therefore, the generation seeing 
these prophesied changes may be ex- 
couraged to expect His appearance in its 
own day. 

In Zech. 14:9-11 we read, “And tne 
Lord shall be King over all the earth; 
in that day shall the Lord be one and his 
name one. All the land shall be made like 
the Arabah, from Geba to Rimmon south 
of Jerusalem; and she shall be lifted up, 
and shall dwell in her place, from Ben- 
jamin’s gate unto the place in the first 
gate, unto the corner gate, and from the 
tower of Hananel unto the king’s wine- 
presses. And men shall dwell therein, and 
there shall be no more utter curse; but 
Jerusalem shall dwell safely.” The whole 
chapter plainly refers to a time yet fu- 
ture. We see, however, that the begin- 
nings of the fulfillment of the descrip- 
tion here given are already in progress, 
and are also a preparation for the greater 
and more glorious tulfillment yet to be. 

The king’s winepresses may be found 
cut in the rocks in the city wall, built to 
one-third of a mile. Zechariah’s predic- 
tion establishes Geba and Rimmon as 
the northern and southern extremities of 
Jerusalem’s environs in the day when 
the Lord reigns upon the earth. Geba, a 
variant form for “Gibeah of Saul” 
(Judges 20:10) is two and_ cne-half 
miles north of Jerusalem. Rimmon is ap- 
proximately thirty-five miles south of 
Jerusalem; altho it is thought by some 
that Talpioth, on the road to Bethlehem, 
is meant. In either case, the passage im- 
plies development chiefly southward; 
and this is exactly what is occurring in 
the present time. 

It is said on good authority that per- 
mits now being granted by the city arc 
chiefly for buildings south of Jerusalem; 
and development is progressing rapidly 
in that direction. Thus we see the order 
and details of development closely fol- 
lowing the prophecies. 

Doubtless there is much to be learned 
concerning Zechariah’s prediction, and 
much to be accomplished before that 
time when “the Lord shall be King over 
all the earth.” But, limited as is our un- 
derstanding, we see beginnings which, 
like the first faint streaks of dawn, her- 
ald the glorious millennial day. Then 
shall Jerusalem be lifted up to a place of 
eminence and the hills round about be- 


come a fertile plain. Then shall the chil- 
dren of Israel dwell in their beloved city, 
where they shall be protected and blessed 
of the Lord. Zech. 14:9-11. Jeremiah’s 
forecast of Jerusalem’s building line is 
also preceded by the tidings that the Lord 


shall bring back His people to their 
land, shall satisfy and comfort them 
with His goodness, shall forgive their 


iniquity, and shall make a new covenant 
with them which will result in all of 
them knowing and obeying their God. 
Then indeed shall the “many nations” of 
which Zechariah speaks be “joined unto 
the Lord” with abundant blessings re- 
sulting for the whole earth. Chapter 2. 
DISTRESS TO PRECEDE DELIVER- 
ANCE 

In previous articles we have spoke of 
the distress and perplexities of nations. 
As has been taught by the best authority 
of the Church, the rapture will take 
place before Daniel’s seventieth week is 
wrought out on Israel. Rev. 3:8, 10; 
Luke 21:34-36; Isa. 26:20, 21; Rev. 4th 
and Sth chapters. 

The prophetic days are not without 
the deepest shadows. The prophets fre- 
quently refer to sorrow and _ chastise- 
ments, to wars and calamities, as tho 
immediately preceding the fulfillment of 
these wonderful promises of everlasting 
blessing. The closing verses of Zech. 15 
describe a time of great tribulation fol- 
lowing, with special severity upon the 
Jews. Jeremiah calls it the time of Ja- 
cob’s trouble. Jer. 30:7. The first two 
paragraphi of Zech. 14 describe the 
great battle at the close of the tribula- 
tion week when Israel shall be almost 
overwhelmed by the enemy. Only the 
144,000 sealed by God will be able to 
withstand the enemy. It will be a terri- 
ble time of violence and slaughter which 
will be terminated at the critical moment 
at the appearance of the Deliverer upon 
the Mount of Olives, and His assump- 
tion of the reins of government for the 
whole earth. These events follow upon 
the regathering of Israel to her home- 
land and must indeed be near for we 
read, ‘When the Lord shall build up 
Zion he shall appear in his glory.” Psa. 
102:15. The leaders of Zion disclaim any 
religious motive and declare that they 
are actuated by patriotic considerations 
alone, in their return te Jerusalem in 
these days. The Jews are going back to 
Palestine under the old Mosaical law and 
it seems that they are somewhat ignorant 
of the prophecies that speak so plainly of 
their regathering and God’s favor being 
upon them in these days. It is all the

AN ANTI-CHRISTMAS 
CAMPAIGN 

According to the New York Times, 
anti-religious efforts have so slackened 
and Christian organizations are so in- 
creasing their strength in Russia that the 
executive committee of the League of 
Militant Atheists have issued a call for 
a “Christmas campaign” against re- 
ligion, to begin November 25 and con- 
tinue two months. The whole Soviet net- 
work—the Young Communist organiza- 
tion, trade unions, agricultural advisers, 
village teachers and the movies, radio, 
press and clubs, is asked to mobilize to 
push back the rising tide of worship. 

Reports to the central headquarters of 
the militant atheists indicate that there 
is some reason for the atheist league’s 
disquietude. In many villages not only 
are there no actively professing atheists 
but Communist party members are wink- 
ing at the practice of religion or even 
engaging in it. Most churches that have 
not been turned into movie theaters, 
warehouses, or demolished, are frequent- 
ly crowded with worshipers.—Missionary 
Review.

our colleges and universities, examine 
their libraries, and to your surprise you 
will find that for the most part their 
curriculum is atheistic and demoralizing. 
The whole menu of sophisticated theo- 
res borders on the region of the un- 
known, both as to origin and destiny. 
Biology as taught in our state universi- 
ties, indoctrinates materialism; this the- 
ory denies God as a Creator and Christ 
as a Redeemer; it blights man’s hope of 
life in the eternal and leaves him within 
the night and grip of despair without a 
ray of hope. It assails religion as untrue. 
Zoology also denies the theory of crea- 
tion as narrated in the sacred Scripture; 
it teaches materialism and the machine 
theory of life, thus reducing man to the 


level of a brute and leaves him there 
with no other haven in view. than the 
unrestrained passion of his human na- 


ture. Sociology attacks Christianity, it 
seeks to destroy its morals; it further 
teaches that marriage is doomed and thar 
“marriage” is “legalized prostitution.” It 
teaches that “abortions” are morally and 
socialiy right.” Astconomy, as applying 
the theory of cosmic devolution, also 
denies God as the Divine Ruler of the 
universe. Geology also indoctrinates ma- 
terialism and denies God as a Creator and 
Christ as a Redeemer. Psychology as 
taught by Freudianism, teaches that 
youthful “sex activity” is beneficial; ir 
also teaches that “womanly purity” ruins 
health. The Nietzschem philosophy and 
atheistic evolution both deny God, both 
are standard university subjects. Difter- 
ent of the University courses also teach 
Red Revolution and the overthrow of 
capitalist wealth and the home. 


Yet, the American taxpayer is called 
upon to support such destructive teach- 
ings with his money. Your boy and girl 
must face it generally if he or she wants 
a university education. Many suicides, 
abortion and social diseases, are reported 
to be fostered and spread among various 
student bodies, as a result of the  so- 
called philosophies taught in our Amer- 
ican institutions of learning.

Speaking at commencement exercises 
of the University of Richmond, he called 
for “the fortitude and the patience to 
preserve the abundant good in American 
life before we begin to destroy, section 
by section, the institutions which have 
protected us throughout a series of na- 
tional emergencies since the constitution 
was ratified.” 


“In every country where a dictator- 
ship has been substituted for representa- 
tive government, Dean Ackerman said, 
“the change has been preceded by social 
fermentation manifesting itself in the 
desire to destroy. 


“Today there is an astounding similar- 
ity between these manifestations abroad 
and at home. 

“Those who own private property or 
who occupy prominent social positions 
and who refuse or fail to proclaim their 
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allegiance to all schemes which meet the 
popular fancy are regarded with  sus- 
picion. 

“Just as the World war and foreign 
dictatorships were preceded and accom- 
panied by social unrest, so is the United 
States today witnessing similar manifes- 
tations as we struggle for recovery and 
reconstruction. Recently the target of 
attack was the press, private banking 
and private business. Today it is the su- 
preme court and our colleges and univer- 
sities. Tomorrow it may be the church 
and the home. 

“Whatever the immediate objective 
the ultimate aim is the same—the sub- 
stitution of power to destroy for Mar- 
shall’s political philosophy: ‘That a pow- 
er to create implies a power to pre- 
serve.” 


He urged, youth to think of security 
not in the form of individual safety, but 
in the preservation of inherited institu- 
tions.”
